The stream rises 
amid the highest peaks of the Sierras, 
and is fed from melting snows and 
springs that flow from granite heights, 
and, if taken out of its channel any-

HOw TO PACK A TRUNK. 


Some Practical Advice from a Profes- 
sional That is of Some Value to 
Travelers. 


{New York Sun:}) How to pack the 
vacation trunk so that her clothes shall 
emerge fresh and crisp after a railroad 
journey is the subject that is bringing 
wrinkles to the brow of the pretty 
summer girl who doesn't enjoy the 
luxury of a maid just now. It's 
the simplest thing in the world when 
you know how—at least that is what 
the professional trunk packer will teil 
you. 

The women who follow this calling 
are today up to their ears in work. It 
is their busy season and none of them 
thinks she is doing a good business un- 
less she packs at least a good baker's 
dogen of trunks a day. 

One of the cleverest of them was 
found at one of the big hotels superin- 
tending the packing of a score 
trunks belonging to the wife of a Mon- 
tana mine owner, who, after having 
spent the winter in New * York, was 
about to start for Europe. Besides di- 
recting the work of a couple of maids 
the trunk packer herself was at work 
stuffing out a handsome lingerie waist 
with soft tissue paper. 

“You don't mind if I 
work, do you?” she sa when asked 
about her methods. “I can talk and 
work too. That's a part of my trade,” 
she ad glancing at the busy women

suggestions I can about trunk. pack- 
ing,” she went on, taking a lot of pins 
from her mouth so as to —_ more 
distinctiy.

“First of all invest In se 1 quires 
of soft tiesue paper, which can be pro- 
Guced for 10 or 15 cents a quire at 
any of the department stores, for the 
use of soft paper is a more important 
factor In bringing pretty gowns out 
fresh and crisp after a long journey 
than any other éne thing. 

“Then have ready a goodly supply of 
big pins and tape and about a dozen 
squares, cighteen inches each way, of 
soft cretonne, cheese cloth, percaline, 
old silk or any material which happens 
to be handy. to use in wrapping up 
shoes, rubbers or any article that ‘e. 
likely to injure the clothing or that 
needs protecting. Some women bind 
these squares with tape or silk braid 
and keep them for the purpose. 

“Lay dress skirts in the bottom of 
the -rrunk ‘after having folded them 
lengthwise twice, In the case of a silk 
gown lay soft tissue paper between the 
folds to prevent crac 

“Coats, silk petticoats and the like 
may be packed next. In the curners, 
with heels against the wood, may be 
stuffed the shoes, well wrapped in 
squares of soft cloth or in individual 
bags. Fill all the other crevices with 
stockings and odds and ends of wear- 
ing apparel that won't be injured by 
crushing.

The validity of the so-called eight- 
hour law ought to be tested.

The higher courts would probably find, 
however, that while the law forbids 
employers to require employés to 
work more than eight hours per day, 
it does not deny to the employé the 
right to work more than eight hours, 
provided he desires to do so, at rates 
of compensation satisfactory to him- 
self and his employer. 

I¢ should be understood, in this con- 
nection, that the law applies only to 
public work, and has no application to 
private employment, which, outside of 
the labor unions, is still a matter of 
free contract between employer and 
employé. The principle involved, how- 
ever, ts practically the same in the 
one caste as in the other. 

Fifteen years ago the Supreme Court 
of California decided the eight-hour 
law then in force to be unconstitutional. 
On the same grounds the existing law 
would doubtless be decided In the same 
way if brougtit to a test.

OS6ES BY FIRE. 
During the last calendar year, ac- 
cording to statistica which are appar- 
ently reliable, 6772 persons were burned 
to death in the United States. The 
property losses by fire for the same pe- 
riod, according to the same authority, 
amounted to. about $600,000,000. The 
number of persons killed in railroad ac- 
cidents aggregated 6930. 

Much is written concerning ilostés 
of life by rafiroad accidents. Many 
if not most of the deaths by raliroad 
accidents might be avoided if more 
care were taken, if more lines of road 
were double-tracked, and if - better 
roadbeds made. Few persons 
realise that lons@s by fire are so 
heavy as above stated, or that many 
of these- lossen might be avoided if 
proper care were taken to reduce them 
te a minimum. 

Perhaps the principal cause of loss 
by fire, both of life and property, ts 
-the absence of fireproof construction. 
Few bullidings. it is true, are abso- 
lutely fireproof. But all structures can 
be made approximately so at a much 
less additional cost, as compared 


supposed. In view of the appalling fire 
losses suffered annually by the people 
of the United States, the question of 
better construction is pertinent.

EASY WAYS OF SPENDING TIME ANO 
RESS—AMERICAN CUSTOMS ABROAD.

get it for at home. They do better 
work, I think, for Americans than for 
their own people. That is, as they 
say themselves, the Americans wear 
their clothes “smarter” than English- 
men. An Englishman wears his 
frock coat—that’s what he calis it, 
we loyal Americans call ita “Prince 
A’*hert”—unbuttoned, and the fit of Ir 
is not so precise. The American buvs 
aten or fifteen dollar waistcoat, 
which he calls a vest, then puis on a 
flat scarf, and buttons his “Prince A)- 
bert” until a detective couldn't swear 
that he had on a shirt, let alone a 
“weskit.” But here, I am not doing 
“mall shopping” for Los Angeles. 

SOME THINGS. 

You know how slow we al) know 
that England, and especially London, 
is, compared with our American pro- 
gressiveness. I have thought of that 
so many times riding on the top of the 
electric car. All trolley cars—which 
we English call “electric trams” are 
fitted with the roof garden, or upper 
deck. It is the favorite place for all 
people, save in rainy weather. If 
the Dnglish were not so slow they 
would catch onto the American idea 
of putting “hanging straps” inside the 
cars, so that the passengers could be

Italy's Industrial Prosperity. 

While the enormous fush of Italians 
to America might seem to indicate 
that times in the Latin peninsula are 
hard, everything points to the fact that 
the country is enjoying an era of un- 

ted prosperity. To take a 
single proof, the exports of manu- 
factured goods have risen from 145,000,- 
000 lire in 1890 to 402,000,000 in 1904, 
Signs of industria) activity are mani- 
fest everywhere. Economic writers 
point out that much of the money 
earned by Italian labor abroad re- 
turns to the motherland, and this now 
constant stream has become a factor 
in the national wealth. In other words 
Italy owes to the emigrants she has 
lost part of her p rity. Moreover, 
the exodus has served as an undoubted 
safety valve, relieved what was form- 
erly a congested labor market, and so 
enabled the present sounder condition 
of industrial affairs to be established. 
Progress of the Steam Turbine. 

The displacement of the reciprocat- 
ing engine by the steam turbine in 
many Gelds, lally that of electric 
power production, still steadily 
progressing. The annual output of 
steam turbines has now reached 
enormous proportions. Their advan- 
tages over the old type of engines lie 
im greater compactness, economy in 
foundations, cheaper construction of 
the attached generator as well as of 
the motor itself, freedom from oll in 
the exhaust steam, and economy in 
attendance. These advantages are not 
, to cause the turbine actually 
© displace the reciprocating engine 
In the sense of having the latter 
hauled down. They simply result in 
the purchare of turbines instead of 
engines when new equipment comes to 
be ordered. A Brooklyn power station 
has recently placed a contract for 
three steam turbines of 7500 kilowatt 
capacity each, and these wil) be the 
largest ever constructed. 

Our Foreign Commerce. 

The foreign trade of the United 
States during the discal year ending 
June 30, exceeds that of any preceding 
year, having been §2,636,000,.000 in 
comparison with the 
previous record year. Both exports 
and imports made new high records. 
The articles showing the largest in- 
creases in exportation are corn, copper 
manufactures, cotton manufactures, 
raw cotton, hope, leather and its 
manufactures, off cake and meal, 
mineral and vegetable oils, rice, spir- 
ite, wines and malt liquors, tobacco 
manufactures and wood manufac- 
tures.

The Mason and Dixon Line. 

The historic Mason and Dixon line 
has just been resurvey at the joint 
expense of the States of nsylvania 
and Maryland. The surveyors found 
that many of the old markers and 
crown stones had been displaced. One 
stone was in use as a doorsill in a 
house, another in a church, and some 
had been used in bake ovens.

If 
the experiments with the black sand 
fulfill the hopes held out, the Pacific 
Northwest may be enablo¢ to secure 
iron ore as cheaply or even more 
cheaply than the East. The influence 
of such a turn of affairs upon manu- 
facturing and ship building cannot be 
overestimated. 

All the black sands contain a vary- 
ing but very large proportion of mag- 
netic oxide of iron. Indeed it is this 
substance which with chrome iron ore 
usually makes black sand and gives it 
its characteristic name. In the case 
of thie tron however, as In that of al- 
most all the other ingredients of the 
rich sands of the West, trouble ics in 
the fact that the mincral which is so 
desirable when pure has its value seri- 
ously impaired by being mixed with 
other minerals. If the magovetite can 
be satisfactorily separated from the 
objectionable alliances mentioned, the 
Pacific Coast will have a steady sup- 
ply of iron ore which will be in many 
respects superior to that derived from 
the famous Lake Superior district 
which at present furnishes mos’ of the 


raw food for Yankee blast furnaces.

In the Concentrating Pavilion at 
Portiand the experimental separation 
of the minerals found In the sand is 
accomplished by various types of con- 
centrating tables, but 
machines embody the fundamental 
principle of a shaking table the sur- 
face of which is made up of grooves 
or corrugations and over which pours 
constantly a stream of water that 
separates the mineral particles and 
washes off the worthless sand remain- 
ing. In one of the machines which 
may be said to be representative in 


surface of this grooved rubber 
longitudinal riffies of solid rubber are 
moulded. — 

When a particle or grain of mineral 
setties in one of the grooves just de- 
scribed, it travels right up that groove 
until it is discharged over the end of 
the table: A metal trough or inclined 
channel catches the valuable par- 
ticles as they are discharged from the 
table. The top or working surface of 
the table has an inclination downward 
and across the table traversely or 
from aide to side and the sand is in- 
troduced at the higher side near one 
end with the result that a movement 
of the material is produced diagonally 
over the working surface under the 
combined action and influence of the 
constant flow of water and the per- 
petual vibratory motion together with 
the inclination of the table. After 
separation has been made, the worth- 
less substances or “tailings” are dis- 
charged over the lower end of the 
table and carried away by an ingenius 
mechanism, while, as already  ex- 
plained, the valuable minerals are 
charged at the head of the table and 
caught in a receptacle. 

The new and more thorough plan for 
harvesting the wealth of the mineral!

The Antioak Company by its spe 
sial system greatly reduces the time 
required for the process of tanning. 
With oak bark employed, it is usual 
in the United States for hides to be 
four months in the tannery, and in 
Germany, where the finest oak tanned 
leather today is manufactured, the 
time occupled runs up into nine 
months. But in the Los Angeles es 
tablishment the whole work is done in 
twenty-one days, and can indeed be 
pushed through in seventeen days. It 
is claimed moreover, that the leather 
is in all respects equal to the oak- 
tanned article, and in some points its 
| superior, and that it therefore far sur- 
passes every other chemically tanned 
leather on. the market. With the 
company’s up-to-date machinery, 
moreover, and its splendidly arranged 
plant there is a great economy of 
labor effected, seven men at this 
factory turning out the same quantity 
of leather as twenty-five men at one 
of the old-method tanneries. 

The various processes § through 
which the hides pass are as follows: 

1. They are soaked in water over- 
night. 

2. They are washed inside a revolr- 
ing drum, constantly falling down 
and beating themselves clean amid 
a copious steam of water. 

3. They are cut in two lengthwise 
by hand, being henceforth known 
technically as “sides.” 

4. The sides pass to the fleshing 
machirie, which removes all flesh and 
grease. This machine does away 
with the long and laborious process of 
hand-scraping, which almost  inevit- 
ably involved cuts and damage to the 
hide. 

5. By means of a traveling over- 
head reel the sides are carried to the 
lime vats. They pass from five to 
seven days in two solutions of differ- 
ent consistency. 

6. They then go through the un- 
hairing machine which scrapes them 
clean as a kid glove. In a machine 
close by the hair is washed and forms 
a by-product of value for making 
coarse felt, stuffing saddles, and 
similar uses. 

7. The sides are next bathed in a 
water tank by means of a revolving 
paddie wheel, this removing all traces 
of the lime.

[Pearson's Weekly:) Every year 
thousands of bales of cast-off clothing 
leave England's shores. 

The savage people of the world, anx- 
jous to array themselves in the garb 
of civilization at low prices, are the 
dealer's customers, 

A recent consular report mentions 
that’ The natives of Mauritius are 
eagerly demanding second-hand waist- 
coats of the willow pattern. fashion- 
able some years ago in London. 

Africa is the land for old tep hats. 
CylMaders which formerly graced the 
heads of Bond-street fops are now be- 
ing worn by the swells of Swasiland, 
Agtranti and Sen ia. A 
firm. which trades with the Congo, 
every year exports over 10,000 old top 
hats, mostly bought through a London 
dealer. 

Vast numbers of old hats, too, find 
new homes in Portuguese West Africa. 

Angola imports our gloves, paying 
high prices for cleaned white kid. To 
Madagascar go hundreds of dancing 
shoes, both English and French. In 
Southern Abyssinia and Somaliland, 
English top boots and leggings fied a 
ready sale. 2

Theodore Sutro has done much for 
the fame of Edward Moran in the pub- 
lishing of his work, “Thirteen Chapters 
of American History, Represented by 
the Edward Mora» Series of Thirteen 
Historical Marine Paintings.” It, is 
not often that the work of an artis< 
is. given as attractive setting as has 
been accorded the paintings of Mr. Mo- 
ran’s. If Mr. Sutro, in his own 
tribution to the volume, has shown 
himeelf in not his best role, because 
o” this the honor to Mr. is not 
lessened. Mr. Sutro may a very 
enthusiastic patron of art and his judg- 
ment of paintings may be good, but 
m his writings for this volume he has 
not shown himeelf an art critic of high 
order. And yet, this does not, as we 
have already inferred, discount the 
value of his volume as far as the stand- 
ing of Mr. Moran is concerned. I? 
Mr. Sutro has written as an amateur, 
be has at least accompanied his text 
with reproductions that will speak of 
tae work of Mr. Moran’s—for the tfl- 
lurtrations in themselves constitut» 
that work. 

Mr. Moran designated the pictures 
that make up the reries as represent- 
ing the “Marine History of the United 
Sietes.”

“To be candid, | am nothing more 
or less than a tyro sitting in judgment, 
but I have this advantage, that I ap- 
proach the subject with fresh ideas. 
I am not grounded in prejudices in 
any direction, formed through lifeloug 
acquaintances with plays and players. 
Now, here is the first big thought t* at 
struck me. The newspaper is the 
great—is the real—theater of this 
generation. Our editors are our 
theatrical managers, and sometimes, 
as in the case of myself, they fill the 
double role of actormanager. The 
public was without a press when 
Shakespeare lived. Before the asix- 
teenth century ran to an end there 
were two hundred licensed playhouses 
in London, and then the city had a 
population only of about 180,000. 
Against this we find that London to 
day has around 4,500,000 inhabitants, 
while there are only fifty theaters and 
music halls, or one place of amuse 
ment for every 90,000 persons, against 
one for every 900 in the time of Eliza- 
beth. Victor Hugo predicted that the 
printing press would destroy the 
church, but the great Frenchman was 
a poor prophet. The church still 
stands, and neither has the press sup- 
planted the theater. 

“] level my criticism against both 
the press and the stage. The aim of 


both is to kill time. I can only re- 


peat what I have said time and time 
again that the press and the stage, 
as they exist in this generation, lead 
the public to ‘suicide in fractions.’ 
What we want in England and Amer- 
ica is a theater that will not serve 
merely as a means of trifling away 
idie hours, but of elevating us itn our 
spare moments. -[ Insist it is possible 
to find improvement for ourselves in 
our entertainments. I cannot do other 
than emphasize again that thought of 
the theater becoming an educator. It 
seems to me at times that this whole 
problem of the stage, no matter how 
may be threshed out, always Inevi- 
tably tends back to the same iasue of 
its being a great silent teacher. And 
here is another thing that I have 
found—the theater is the daughter of 
the church, and how persistently and 
somewhat unjustly has the church 
pretended that the stage bas been an 
unfaithful, erring child! Our drama 
might learn much from the church. 
The stage is ieft to starve on public 
applause, while the church thrives 
through the openhearted sincerity of 
those who do pot stand afar off, and 
either acclaim or abuse, but write 
themselves down as active members 
and give liberally of their worldly 


“Here now I come to one of the 
points which I, es a tyro, am most 
anxious to make. Until the theater 
places itself upon the same footing as 
the church it cannot fulfill its true 
mission in the world. That's it: we 
must have the men who frequent thea- 
ters taking the same persona! interest 
in them as they do in their churches. 
Blame me as a non-conformist for this 
attitude, but cast aside your petty 
fancies, your half thought-out preju- 
dices, and | am sure you will come to 
my way of thinking. The fault with 
playgoers as I see them is that they 
are stage-hardened. They do not seem 
to be able to stand back and look at 
the stage as I, the tyro, the novice 
with his mind all open for impres- 
sions, em enabled to do. Somehow or 
other we must get rid of the vast mul- 
titude of simply pleasure-seeking 
theatergoers, and save the stage for 
those elect who Jove it, for its abound- 
ing inherent beauty, for the power for 
good which Is in it, for the direct and 
at the same time subtle appeal 
it makes to all the public. 


laughed at the insinuating capers of 
that fiendish invention. What kind of 
a theater is this that it indorses Mr. 
Pinero as its premier playwright when 
he dares to perpetrate a detestable af- 
fair like this doll, mocking the most 
sacred relations of husband and wife? 
Am I to understand that Mr. Pinero 
stands as the symbol of all that is 
great and enviable in the way of play- 
writing in the English-speaking 
world? I hope not; I pray not. Per- 
haps, when I grow in full knowledge 
of the the theater I shall answer 
this question to my own satisfaction, 
but I confeas to you that I dread the 
revelation that seems bound to come 
to me. That play, that doll, nauseated 
me, and you cannot imagine what joy 
Il felt when Mr. Pinero and this imo 
of his were given short shrift in 
America. 

“You do certain things better than 
we English. I hung with tense inter 
est on the reception of this play ia 
the United States. I said to myrcelf, 
‘If they receive this pollunted dyama 
then their stage is as foul as PEne- 
land's, and what hope is there in the 
world for regeneration?’ I had faith 
in you, and you did not disappoint me. 
That wabbling doll, that licentious 
creation, never got further than New 
York, and, best of all, during its short 
sojourn there, not once was it made to 
go through the suggestive vibrations 
that in the end shocked thinking per- 
sons here. 

“I never bad been in an American 
theater, but | assure you this one inci- 
dent convinced me that the stage in 
the United States is not so abjectly 
low as that in England. dere in Lon- 
don is the place for me to learn, and 
to hurl my! shafts of criticism. I stand 
for the pure theater, and for the se- 
rious theater. Once given its proper 
recognition we shall have theaters of 
as many different bents as there are 
religions. The /day ig coming when 
we are fo haved cults theaters, just 
as we have Browning cults, and Ten- 
nyson Cults, and social cults; just as 
we have churciles, chapels and con- 
venticles. We want faith first, and 
then Just think of it— 
the Salvation Army in this country 
raised $350,000 in its week of self- 
denial. Why cannot we do something 
like thet for the theater’ There is 
where the theater's salvation lies. Get 
the Salvation Army spirit to work- 
ing. Don't be mere spectators: be 
workers. And sacrifice something. 
Why, all you playgoers do now is to 
put your money into a slot and take 
out whatever chances to come in en- 
tertainment. You croak, and lament, 
yet you will not move yourselves to 
remedy the terrible evils that prevail.

LESE MAJESTE.

The absurdity of the conception of 
lese majeste is illustrated in several 
of these cases. The King of Bavaria 
is a raving madman who crawls about 
on his hands and knees, barks like a 
dog, eats his food off the ground like 
an animal, and is altogether much 
more of a beast than a man. WNever- 
the) it is a criminal offense to 
utter any remark which could be con- 
strued as disrespectful to his royal 
person. The Prince of Lippe, and the 
Prince of Reuss, elder line, are also 
helpless lunatics whose dominions 
are governed by Prince Regents. The 
Prince of Schaumourg-Lippe is an I 
significant individual who reigns over 
a state 130 square miles in area, with 
a total population of 43,000 and the 
village of Buckeburg containing 56000 
inhabitants ie its capital. It is, how- 
ever, a crimina! offense for anyone in 
any part of Germany to be disrespect- 
ful to His Royal Highness, the Prince 
of Schaumburg-Lippe. There are thus 
many pitfalls for the unwary person 
who commits the imprudence of dis- 
cussing any one of the score of royal 
monarchs in Germany. 

The law relating to lese majeste 
provides that minimum punishment 
for the offense shall be imprisonment 
without the option of a fine, and the 
minimum term of imprisonment is 
three months. It is seldom, however, 
that the maximum term of imprison- 
ment is imposed. The maximum 
punishment for the offense of lese 
majeste is ten years penal servitude. 
and although the offense is not often 
punished with this degree of severity, 


it is nothing unusual fo- a sentence of | mon 


two, three or four years imprisonment 
to be passed. A sentence of less than 
one year’s imprisonment for lere 
majeste is quite exceptional. 
ARREST TEN PERSONS A DAY. 
Official statistics reveal the number 
of convictions for lese majeste an‘ 
the severity with which the crime is 
During the year 


lese majeste in Germany. Of this 
numer approximately 3500 persons 
were convicted for insulting the Ger- 
man Emperor, 250 persons for ineuit- 
ing the King of Saxony, ahd 200 per- 
sons for insulting one or the other cf 
the remaining German monarchs. 
The sentences passed amounted to an 
aggregate period of 4098 years. It is 
thus evident that on an average more 
than ten persons are convicted in 
Germany on every dav in the vear for 
lese majeste, and that the average 
punishment imposed slightly exceeds 
one year's imprisonment. 

The official figures demonstrate the 
fact that all classes of the population 
had their share of punishment for lese 
‘majeste. The total of 3956 was mad 
up roughly as follows: 2400 workmen 
in towns, 600 agricultural workmen, 
500 commercial men of all classes, 200 
women of all classes, 100 professional 
men, ahd 100 children under sixteen 
years of age. It should not be sup- 
posed that there were more _convic- 
tions in 1904 than in other years of 
recent date. On the contrary, last 
year the number of convictions for 
this offense remained beneath the 
average for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. Since the establishment of 
the present German Empire in 1671, 
more than 250,000 persons have heen 
convicted of lese majeste and 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
aggregating more than 300,000 years. 

One of the worst features of the 
statute relating to lese majeste is the 
wide opportunities for ignoble revenge 
which it gives. Law and tradition to- 
gether make it the bounden duty of. 
every German subject who witnesses 
an act of lese majeste immediately to 
denounce the offender to the public. 
It frequently happens, however, that 
malicious persons denounce innocent 
persons without the least legitimate 
reason. it two men, Schmidt and 
Schimm ig. quarrel, Schmidt 
cannot revenge himself on Schimmel- 
pfennig more completely than by de- 
nouncing him to the police for the 
crime of lese majeste. Although 
Schimmelpfennig is a loyal and patrio- 
tie German who has never in all his 
life dreamed of uttering a_ syllable 
suggestive of disrespect to the im- 
perial person, he is ‘nevertheless im- 
mediately arrested and detained until 
the authorities have the full facts of 
the case in their possession. 

If Schmidt in his burning desire for 
revenge is willing to commit perjury, 
and to swear that Schimmelpfennig 


*.' was guilty of lese majeste, then noth- 
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ing can save Schimmelpfennig from a 
sentence of imprisonment. If at the 
last moment Schmidt declares that ne 
cannot swear to the exact words used, 
or otherwise backs out of the affair, 


Schimme!pfennig will have been de- 


tained for a period varying from two 
weeks to six months pending the con- 
clusion of the official investigation. 
During this period he has suffered 
from the disadvantage of being re- 
garded as a probable criminal, has 
lost all his earnings and probably suf- 
fere in health from the enforced con- 
fnement. Even if he is finally re- 
leased without a stain on his charac- 
ter be receives no compensation for 
the injustice done to him. 

FRAR HEIR OWN SERVANTS.

There 
exercise, but have to work hard—oth- 
ers who exercise. for pleasure only; 
“unemployed"’ who seek but 


it—some, too, who preach 

the virtues of it but get none them- 

selves. Among one or the other of 

these classes almost everyone is in- 

cluded, so that a 

"Ee of exercise, if reliable, should 
of importance. 

General notions about exercise are 
still coarse, and we use no better logic 
than the following: The strong man 
has big muscles, the weak man has 
Small ones; make the latter “exercise” 
and increase his muscles and voila tout! 
Volla much obtuseness, surely. It is 
true that men of exceptional natural 
Strength possess very large muecies, 
but the converse proposition is a fal- 
lacy; it is wrong to suppose that every 
man with very large muscles possesses 
great natural strength. Exponents of 
mumerous conflicting systems accept 
the proposition that physical educa- 
tion means development of strength, 
and, ipso facto, the development of 
Strength by apparatus. Dumb-beils, 
which were very heavy not many years 
ago, have been gradually made lighter 
and lighter, until at last wooden ones, 
weighing half a pound, are recom- 
mended; of course, this is tantamount 
to a confession that the weight, and 
therefore, the resistance, is better left 
out. People still retain a mental grip 


of the fetish, and the introduction of a- 


“workleas” system is not easy, because 
people always seem to “want some- 
thing to strain at.” Nevertheless, if 
your muscles are small, to work with 
them is a long, roundabout, inadequate 
Means of nourishing them—you are 
wheeling a *mal]l handbag in a bar- 
row-——-better carry it In your hand: 
only, as people imagine the handbag 
ts part of the barrow, they have not 
learned how to dea! with it separate- 
ly. Don't say, “my muscles are bet- 
ter because I work them,” but “my 
muscies are better because I nourish 
them by giving them fresh blood to 
feed on regularly.” Just think a mo- 
ment, any mevement done, or weight 
lifted, involves two things in the mus- 
wile: 

First, greater or less change of 

Second, a greater or less production 
of poison (fatigue products.) 

The most profitable movement is 
that which ineuvres the maximum 
change of blood with the minimum of 
“poison-making”™ work; the worst, that 
which involves most work and least 
change of blood (as, e. g., in the strain 
which produces writers’ cramp.) 

This proposition is not as clear as it 
might be. unless the supreme value of 
“full contraction” is appreciated, but 
when it is, all becomes as plain as the 
proverbial pikestaff. It is readily pos-

Full contraction of a muscle, the 
principle upon which the “workiess” 
system of exercise is based, is the 
greatest possible shortening of which 
& muscle is susceptible within the body. 
If a twelve-inch muscle be 
to the full—eay, to seven inches, fresh 
blood, necessary to its nutrition, is 
caused to flow through all its smali- 
est vessels; but this is not the case at 
all if the muscle is contracted only 
to eight inches. The contraction must 
be the fullest possible, whatever the 
shape of the muscle. 

You may contract a muscle till it is 
‘hard in many positions, and yet not ob- 
tain its full contraction. Bend your 
elbow fully with the palm of the hand 
turned full to the shoulder, and you 
have a full contraction of the biceps. 
Bend it fully with the hand turned 
round so that the back of it is nearest 
the shoulder and you have a full con- 
traction of the Brachialis antichus: 
the biceps is out of gear. Bend the 
elbow again fully, but with the thumb 
directed to the shoulder, and how- 
ever hard you contract the muscles, you 
do not shorten either to the utmost. 
and the advantages of such a move- 
ment, even if frequently repeated, will 
be comparatively insignificant. When 
the full-contraction movement for any 
muscle is found, and t movement 
performed eight to twelve times every 
day, the muscle rapidly gains in 
sirength and size. This kind of de- 
velopment approximates the body to 
classic proportions, whereas the dis- 
proportionate development of the pro- 
fessional * man” is due not to 
muscle, but to growth of connective 
tissue. 

It does not follow because a man's 
muscles are large that his heart and 
mind are large also, nor does a strong 
arm mean a strong character. Are 
men of mighty muscle needed? Not in 
an age when some new labor-saving 
appliance is daily being invented, and 
the time is approaching when the win- 
ners in life's handicap will be those 
who with perfect control over nerve 
and muscle are calm but quick, clear- 
brained and supple of limb and with 
a body developed for the use of the 
soul. The method explained does not 
make for mighty muscles, but it does 
lead to the highest degree of bodily and 
mental fitness. No system which fails 
to increase mental as well as bodily 
energy can be of the highest serv- 
ice, and the sooner teachers of physi- 
cal culture realize this great truth the 
better it will be for us. 

It must be distinctly understood that 
full contraction does not supersede all 
work, which serves many other pur- 
poses besides that of increasing the 
size of muscle. It only takes the place 
of work done for health’s sake. It 
might be thought that as thie form of 
exercise is able to impart all the bene- 
fits of nutrition without any of the 
drawbacks of work; could claim no 
more, but it has two other most strik- 
ing collateral advantages. Firstly, the 
muscles get to be so thoroughly under 
control that difficult and complex move-. 
ments can be learned with next é0 no 
practice. The power to describe a cir- 
cle with one hand, and a square or a 
triangle with the other comes without 
practice, and the problem of ambidex- 
terity is solved “en passant,” so to 
speak. ° The lack of independence of
